By ADELAIDE KERR 
Paris (/P)—Gas mask training 
is p rep aring French Red Cross 
nu rses to p rotect the civil p op u ­ 
lation in case of war. 
Hitler’s rise to p ower and 
French fears that Germany in­ 
tends to re-arm have stimu lated 
a p rogram to save the p eop le 
from the terrors of a war in the 
air and the p ossibilities of gas 
attack s behind the lines. 
Part of the Red Cross army of 
30,000 nu rses, active and reserve, 
is being trained in the u se of 
gas mask s, Red Cross officials 
confirm. 
Nu rses equ ip p ed with the u n- 
widely harness which is p art of 
even the lightest mask s, have 
been sent into gas filled rooms 
here for increasingly longer p eri­ 
ods to accu stom them to work ing 
while wearing mask s. 
Filtering gas mask s, of a mod­ 
el which dep artm ent stores say 
have been ap p roved by the army, 
are now on sale in three sizes in 
several of the largest establish­ 
ments at 4 each and exp eriments 
are being condu cted 
foir the 
manu factu re of little mask s for 
children. 
The office of Marshal Petain, 
insp ector general of aerial de­ 
fense, 
for 
France, 
and 
the 
Leagu e of Aerial Defense, fou nd­ 
ed two years ago, are among oth­ 
er forces work ing for the p ro­ 
tection of French citizens in case 
of aerial attack s 
Under direction of the French 
government, u ndergrou nd shelt­ 
ers or reinforced concrete are 
being added to those which al­ 
ready have 
been constru cted 
here and in every other town 
which might be a target of a t­ 
tack . Their nu mber, location and 
shelter cap acity, as well as the 
nu mber of gas mask s in reserve 
are jealou sly gu arded secrets of 
the war office. 
Police recently canvassed the 
city to ascertain the nu mber of 
inhabitants in each bu ilding and 
the cellar cap acity of the stru c­ 
tu re. 
The “Review of Aerial De­ 
fense,” monthly organ . of the 
Leagu e of Aerial Defense, p u b­ 
lishes articles decribing differ­ 
ent typ es of gas mask s, methods 
of adju stm ent and instru ctions 
for the care of gas victims. 
French anxiety over Germ an’s 
alleged monarchial and military 
aims 
has 
been 
increasingly 
voiced in p arliam ent and the 
p ress since Hitler’s nazis began 
their m arch to p ower two years 
ago. The elevation of the nazi 
leader to the chancellery, the 
recent visit of Princess Hermine, 
wife of the former k aiser, to Ber­ 
lin, and Germany’s readop tion of 
the royal colors have contribu ted 
to French nightmares.

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THE LURE OF OPEN SPACES 
It is a strang e thing , the way an artfu lly - 
chosen photog raph can set the mind rov ing . 
Mr. Ordinary Citizen sets ou t for his job on a 
spring morning . The early su nshine and the 
crisp breeze, chilly bu t carry ing a promise of 
warmer weather a little later on, hav e already 
done thing s to him; made him qu estion, per­ 
haps, the wisdom of a life th at keeps him pent 
u p in a town all the time, led him to draw ou t 
ag ain th at old dream of some day liv ing on a 
place in the open cou ntry . 
Then, opening his newspaper, he spots a pho­ 
tog raph of one of those “open cou ntry ” scenes 
th at editors like to present once in a while; a 
pictu re, say , of a v alley in western Montana, with 
tu mbling m ou ntains in the distance and a fring e 
of trees by a little stream in the foreg rou nd. 
And as he looks at it he su ddenly discov ers 
th a t a town is a poor sort of place for a man to 
liv e. The fine new bu ilding s, the bu sy streets, 
the lines of factories and railway y ards and so 
on, thing s which ordinarily seem to him to be 
m atters for a proper local pride — now they hav e 
become artificial dev ices by which he is cu t off 
from contact with his own earth, they are ob­ 
stacles in his way and he pay s for their pres­ 
ence by an u nfu lfilled long ing for the sort of 
thing of which the photog raph speaks. 
And this, in tu rn, is apt to set him specu lating 
abou t th at sparkling new dream which technol­ 
og ists hav e been rev olv ing lately . Some of these 
men hav e remarked that the era of the g reat 
city is abou t ov er; th at in the fu tu re all men 
will liv e on the doorsill of the open cou ntry , 
with factory u nits broken u p and decentralized, 
with electric power pu lling indu strial and ru ral 
areas closer and closer tog ether, so that no work­ 
er will any long er be held a prisoner by any town. 
Now all of that, to be su re, is a long way in 
the fu tu re, and Mr. Ordinary Citizen probably 
has moments in which he wou ldn’t care mu ch 
for it any way . Bu t a spring morning , a rev iv al 
of the old, perennial discontent, an ordinary 
photog raph of a western v alley — they can act 
powerfu lly to set a m an’s mind adrift from its 
mooring s. They inv ite his inner self to play the 
tru ant. 


JAPANESE FEAR OF AMERICA 
One of the oldest of all ax ioms is th at there 
are two sides to ev ery qu estion. 
Somehow, too, it is the first thing that g ets 
forg otten when relations between two g reat pow­ 
ers become strained. Each side can see only its 
own interpretation of thing s. Misu nderstanding 
feeds u pon its own fru its, g rows as it feeds — 
and presently leads the two nations to a position 
where war is more than possible. 
For this reason ev ery American ou g ht to pon­ 
der ov er the interv iew g iv en in New York recent­ 
ly by Yosu ke Matsu oka, the Japanese statesman. 
Mr. Matsu oka remarked blu ntly th at his peo­ 
ple are qu ite as distu rbed by the “American 
menace” as we ou rselv es are by the “y eltow per­ 
il.” 
He pointed ou t th at while Japan has no for­ 
tifications or nav al bases in American waters, 
we hav e some in far eastern waters, almost u n­ 
der Japan’s doorsill. He pointed ou t th at for 25 
y ears prominent Americans hav e written books 
and made speeches calling on the nation to g et 
ready for war with Japan. And he added: 
“We hav e alway s known that we had no ca­ 
pacity to wag e war su ccessfu lly ag ainst the rich­ 
est and the most secu re nation in the world. We 
therefore — we as a whole — hav e been g iv en to 
believ e that y ou r arg u ments abou t y ou r ‘neces­ 
sities for defense’ ag ainst a Japanese dang er had 
desig n behind them. 
“At times, and not far distant times, y ou spoke 
in terms, and display ed nav al force in the Pa­ 
cific, that cau sed ou r. people no little anx iety . 
It will take more than a statem ent that y ou are 
concerned mainly with m aintaining anti-w ar 
machinery to allay ou r popu lar anx iety .” 
All of this is both su rprising and enlig htening . 
Wre hav e alway s looked on ou rselv es as a peace- 
lov ing nation faced, in the Pacific, by a desig n­ 
ing , hard-boiled and militaristic power — Japan 
— from whom almost any thing mig ht be ex pect­ 
ed. And now it dev elops that the Japanese feel 
that the ex act rev erse of all of this is tru e. We 
fear what they may do, they fear what we may 
do — and misu nderstanding and su spicion in­ 
crease y ear by y ear. 
There are two sides to ev ery qu estion. It is a 
g ood thing that we are able, at this stag e of the 
g ame, to g et a look at Japan’s side.

World ev ents are ominou s of a 
stormy fu tu re. Japan has with­ 
drawn from the Leag u e of Na­ 
tions and will likely continu e her 
mandate ov er the peoples to 
which she was assig ned, u nless 
prev ented 
by 
force, 
of 
t h e 
Leag u e, and that will mean war. 
No prov ision was made in the 
orig inal assig nment of mandates 
to the v ariou s nations compos­ 
ing the Leag u e, to su rrender a 
m andate once assig ned u pon the 
withdrawal of any nation from 
the Cov enant of the Leag u e of 
Nations. 
Here, then, will arise the con­ 
trov ersy th at may end in war. 
Su ch ov ersig ht in adopting the 
Constitu tion of the United States 
led to Civ il war. Slav ery was 
blamed for the trou ble bu t it 
mu st be remembered that slav ­ 
ery was acknowledg ed by the 
orig inal Constitu tion and ex isted 
in northern, as well as sou thern 
states. The Dred Scott decision 
was believ ed to settle the slav e 
qu estion bu t it took a bloody war 
and three constitu tional amend­ 
ments to fix the statu s of the 
slav e. Will this omission in the 
Cov enant of the Leag u e of Na­ 
tions bring abou t as disastrou s 
resu lts? 
Ramsey McDonald and Mu sso­ 
lini in conference may mean an 
ov ertu re to peace bu t is far 
more likely to tu rn ou t an alli­ 
ance for war. Germany ’s cru elty 
to the Jews is bu t a rev iv al of 
the same spirit which, in so 
many other cou ntries, in the 
past, has affiliated this race 
“withou t 
a 
cou ntry .” 
Vandal 
blood still shows in German ru l­ 
ers of the Hitler and Will II ty pe 
and bodes no g ood for the Ger­ 
man people. France feels the u rg e 
and considers it g ood policy to 
cou rt the g ood will of the U. S. 
and consents to pay u s twenty 
milion 
interest on ou r debt. 
Ru ssia continu es her tu rmoil and 
while we will not accept her 
ov ertu res we find it a g ood trad­ 
ing point. 
Bu t we need not g o abroad to 
find tu rmoil—no not ev en to 
Washing ton, D. C., Indiana, has 
her problems. The repeal of the 
Wrig ht law and the su bstitu tion 
of the -beer and wine” law, is 
only ju mping ou t of the fry ing 
pan into the fire. No g reater 
blu nder cou ld hav e been made 
than to hav e au thorized the s^le 
of intox icating liqu ors while the 
Constitu tion of the United States 
forbids it. 
It won’t do to say , we hav e 
only modified the Volstead law 
and made it read 3.2 per cent al­ 
coholic content instead of A of 
1 per cent. It is a -delu sion and 
a snare” railroaded throu g h at 
bidding of “the powers th at be” 
and for no other pu rpose than to 
shift the bu rden of tax ation u p­ 
on the shou lders of the “com­ 
mon tribe.” 
It was not lov e for the laboring 
man that cau sed its passag e bu t 
as a pu rely rev enu e measu re. 
When fou r million of the “com­ 
mon” people were u nder arms 
and millionaires were ru nning 
this 
g ov ernment, 
prohibition 


was adopted for the g ood of the 
soldier, withou t the soldiers re­ 
qu est or ev en his knowledg e and 
now to balance a bu dg et wrecked 
by ex trav ag ance and waste they 
tell the soldier “we will hav e to 
cu t y ou r allowance." Will "free 
beer and wine” do it? Far from 
it. 
If it were prov ided th at no 
rev enu e 
other 
than 
Federal 
shou ld be collected on its sale, it 
mig ht prov e a benefit to a de­ 
pleted treasu ry . Bu t here in In­ 
diana. as of old, a license fee 
prohibitiv e in natu re, is lev ied on 
ev ery seller of those liqu ids, so 
that by the time it reaches the 
consu mer it is too costly to u se. 
Restau rants and eating places 
are not places for ex clu siv e sale. 
Why not permit its sale by any ­ 
one 
at 
any place 
if, 
as 
is 
claimed, it is as harmless as so­ 
da? The “bootleg g er” will lau g h 
at this silly su bterfu g e and the 
v ery pu rpose 
of its ex istence 
(rev enu e) will be defeated. No 
state shou ld be permitted to lev y 
tax or license on any article of 
pu rely Federal orig in, tax ed by 
the g ov ernment. 
Then 
why 
all 
this 
ou tcry 
ag ainst the saloon? It was ju st 
what its patrons made it and the 
au thorities permitted. If selling 
liqu or in saloons deg raded sa­ 
loons will it elev ate restau rants. 
Beer shou ld be sold in beer par­ 
lors, where sold as a bu siness. 
Breweries wou ld g o broke with 
loss of containers, u nless some 
one was responsible for them as 
with Coca Cola, pop and other 
bottles u sed in su ch drinks. You 
step in and g et a soda bu t y ou 
don’t carry away the g lass and 
beer parlors can be made re­ 
spectable 
if 
only 
respectable 
people patronize them. The lack 
of 
respect 
for 
other 
people, 
screened doors and g ambling de­ 
v ices in connection, g av e saloons 
their black mark. 
Strong 
drinks, 
as 
whiskey , 
brandy and other potent alco­ 
holic drinks, shou ld nev er be al­ 
lowed sold in any pu blic drink­ 
ing place, nor shou ld any su ch 
place be permitted to hav e an 
open back door. Another silly 
law is barring minors from pool 
rooms. Pool and billiards are as 
harmless as croqu et or cards. Too 
mu ch g ag g ing at ”a g nat and 
swallowing a camel” and too 
mu ch disreg ard for the Deca­ 
log u e and too mu ch homemade 
ethics. I hav e known men who 
wou ld make the air hideou s with 
profanity , who wou ld be shocked 
at a beer bottle. 
“The money less m an” is the 
g reat American problem of to­ 
day —all else is incidental. Pu t to 
work the millions, who walk ou r 
streets and hig hway s with emp­ 
ty pockets and sad hearts and 
this cou ntry will blossom as a 
rose. I don’t care what else y ou 
hav e if ou r "hardy peasatry ” 
is idle, no amou nt of rev enu e, no 
farm forestation laws will nor 
other ru inou s "ex periments,” re­ 
store ou r equ ilibriu m. Law may 
affect its disposition bu t labor 
alone can create wealth. Why

Personally , I know 
of farm ers in need who recently 
made application to a farm loan 
ag ency , asking loans, only to be 
told in reply that, -after care­ 
fu l consideration of the applica­ 
tions for a barn-y ard-loan—it 
will be impossible for this corpor­ 
ation to g rant y ou the credit for 
which y ou recently requ ested.” 
-The Act u nder which this cor­ 
poration is au thorized to do bu s­ 
iness states th at all loans mu st 
be fu lly and adequ ately secu red 
by a first lien on farm chattel 
property . We shou ld like v ery 
mu ch to adv ance the credit y ou 
requ est and reg ret ex ceeding ly 
(?) th at y ou r application does 
not g iv e ev idence of su fficient 
secu rity to permit ou r g ranting 
y ou a loan of $----- ,” is another 
ty pical part of the answer from 
the official in charg e when a 
loan is asked. I hav e y et to hear 
of one sing le farm er receiv ing 
su ch a loan from this g ov ern­ 
m ental loan office, u nless reg rets, 
be a loan. 
And y et in spite of su ch re­ 
bu ffs, we hear of -farm reliefs.” 
Bu t why , more than any other 
occu pation, shou ld the farm be

m ental aid, ex cept as others do, 
in flood or other national calam ­ 
ity ? Why pay a man $8 0,000 a 
y ear to head an org anization, 
which howev er well m eant, is 
costly and u seless?

Not federa­ 
tions, nor hig h salaried officers 
do the farming . The

g rainaries 
and m arkets,# with 
bread and m eat and now when 
he asks a loan of the boasted 
Farm Relief Board, they pay him 
off in reg rets.

TO SAVE LONDON BIG SUM 


London 
(JP)—A scheme for an 
8 0-mile underground “ godsway ” 
for London was outlined a t a 
luncheon here of the Industrial 
Transport Associaton. It would 
cost about $15 ,000,000. 
By this plan the great bulk of 
London’s freight would be carried 
in fa st electric v ans running in 
16 -foot tunnels through the blue 
clay , far below the ex isting pas­ 
senger tubes.
